Bomboko Lokumba, deputy let state commissioner and state commissioner for foreign 
affaires and international cooperation, reported to the Council on the international 
situation before making a detailed report on his mission to Angola Wednesday with 
the president and founder of the MPR and to Zambia on Friday, where he met with 
President Kenneth Kaunda. 


The Council reaffirmed ite will and determination to maintain good relations with all 
partners, particularly ite neighbors. 


The members of the Executive Council also heard and approved, with amendments, the 
report on the meeting of the economic committee held on 11 May. The report was given 
by the general planning commissioner. (AZAP) 


Diarrhea Epidemic in Bumba Zone; 20 Deaths 


Twenty persons have died in Yalisanza, a community in Itimbiri in the Bumba district, 
as a result of an epidemic of diarrhea that has raged in that area for 3 weeks. 


According to the regional public health division in the tquator, which gave the 
information to AZAP, the causes of the diarrhea are not yet known. 
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MEDICAL PROBLEMS, HEALTH CONDITIONS IN DILOLO REVIEWED 
Lubumbashi MJUMBE: LE QUOTIDIEN DU SHABA in French 22 Apr 81 pp 1, 6 


[Article by Kyangwe Muleya] 


(Text) During our recent visit to Dilolo, Dr Kazaci, subregional physician, met 
with us in his office at Mama Mobutu Hospital and told us that malaria, hookworm 
and bilharziosis are rampant in that area. He said that the diseases had to be 
combatted rigorously to protect the health of the population. Is it not said that 
in order to produce more, one has to be in good health? The dilolo area is 
entirely agricultural, the doctor continued. We must therefore fight the maladies 
with all our strength if we wish to have che people make a positive contribution 
to the success of the WFP [World Food Program). 


Within that framework, a campaign to inform the people and make them aware has been 
launched by health services throughout the zone. During the campaign, residents 

are asked to drink only the water supplied by REGIDESO [Water and Power Distribution 
Administration]. Rain water is strictly forbidden. The local inhabitants’ bad 
habit of drinking rain water must be condemned in awareness talks with then. 


During the campaign, the people must also be asked to keep their homesteads clean 
and to destroy any sites where malaria-carrying mosquitos might breed. Stagnant 
water is to be avoided and weeds must be cleared away. 


Speaking about medicine supplies, Dr Kazadi said that there are no problems in that 
area. The DCMP [expansion unknowa) renewed supplies in January after 2 years. "We 
therefore have enough for several months, enough to last us until June, to be more 
precise," he said. 


The young doctor noted, with respect to equipment at the Mama Mobutu Hospital in 
Dilolo, that he is satisfied with the modernness of the equipment, most of which 
was furnished by UNICEF. 


The subregional doctor said that the hospital has a capacity of 229 beds but that 
at present, only 121 beds are available. He deplored the fact that many beds had 
been stolen during the war. 


i 
Regarding difficulties encountered in practicing his profession, Dr Kazadi said 
that there are many, particularly the lack of transportation and payment of person- 
nel, whose pay slips get lost. 








The doctor also deplored the Dilolo residents’ bad habit of giving birth at home 


instead of going to the maternity clinic, This situation often endangers the 
lives of mothers and newborn babies. 


Since the beginning of the year, there have been about 30 births a month at the 
maternity clinic. “However, we do not have deaths at the clinic,” he said. “There 
have been only two deaths, from anemia and measles." 


In his concluding remarks, the subregional doctor expressed the hope that his hos- 
pital would regularly receive pharmaceutical products. 


It should be noted that in the absence of the subregional doctor, Dr Kandala, head 
ot the Dilolo Hospital, is taking his place. 
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PROBLEM OF COMBATTING TUBERCULOSIS DISCUSSED 

Lubumbashi MJUMBE: LE QUOTIDIEN DU SHABA in French 5,7-8 Mar 61

[Excerpts] The most recent medical figures from the Shaba region report 55,000 
cases of tuberculosis. These figures are a cause of alarm for the population of 
the Shaba, and the need for an effective battle against tuberculosis is obviously 


indispensable. 


We reached the doctor in charge of the Tuberculosis Detection and Treatment Center 


in (CDT) in the Kenya zone, Dr Kabuyawa Kasonga, who gave us his opinions and sugges- 
tions for finding the ways and means to make it possible to eliminate thie scourge. 


The ecological environment in which the vast s#jority of the citizens live provides 
conditions favoring the rapid spread of = berculosis. The most elementary rules of 
food hygiene and cleanliness are floute.. The negligence of patients who abandon 
treatment before complete cure is effected, the anarchic establishment of medical 
groups in which inadequately trained personnel work, and malnutrition favor the re- 
surgence of tuberculosis in the major urban centers. A patient who interrupts treat- 
ment before he is well experiences a relapse and becomes more dangerous than before, 
thus exposing everyone around him to contagion. 


Private dispensaries and pharmacists who do not adhere to the prescriptions of ex- 
perts and trained physicians distort the clinical picture which could lead to exact 
and positive diagnosis. 


Tradesmen, salespersons, barmen, taxi and bus drivers, teachers of children, market 
women--in short, all of those who provide services to the public are not being 
examined as they were before. This practice is one of the factors contributing to 
the resurgence »>f the disease. 


The battle we could be waging against this scourge is the concern of every citizen 
concerned with peace and justice. Journalists, businessmen, jurists, pharmacists, 
physicians, teachers and the civilian and military authorities should contribute 
both their material and moral assistance to the Tuberculosis Detection and Treatment 
Center. This center, which when fully active, was rendering tremendous service to 
the population of both Kasai and Shaba, has cut back its activities for the time 
being for lack of financial means. Chemical products are in short supply. The 
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xetay equipment hes broken down, The building is deteriorating steadily, while ac- 
cording to the recommendations of the World Health Orgauisation, treatment should be 
provided free to tuberculosie patients. This apparatus which has broken down could 
cost millions in foreign exchange currency. And yet a material contribution from 
any pereon concerned with the well being of the population of the Shaba could con- 
tribute to a solution to this notorious health probles. 


Poodetuffe rich in protein are very readily found tn our market. 


Newspaper, radio and television journalists should intensify their reports on 
health education. 


[Excerpt] Nurees and pharmacists cannot provide or administer medicines such as 
atreptomycin or penicillin for a long period of time. After two weeks, they must 
send their patients to specialists, who should provide a detailed examination. 
Physician-hygienists, for their part, should strengthen control measures in their 
sector. Juriete and all other authorities have a duty to support the medical 
authorities in this struggle, ensuring the strict application ot and respect for 
the law in the ‘walth sector. Any individual who does noi conform to medical regu- 
lations should be harshly punished. 


Children born outside maternity clinics are often subjected to various risks. Their 
parents should be made aware of this problem. To this end, they should take their 
children promptly to the maternity or detection center for guidance and vaccination 
against tuberculosis. 


Coughing is a symptom which sometimes indicates the onset of tuberculosis. A cough 
which lasts several weeks should be watched by a doctor with a view to detecting 
tuberculosis. The people see tuberculosis as a shameful illness--an irony of fate. 
This ailment should not be neglected by patients. Ite consequences, which require 
prolonged care, are dangerous and can lead to death. Urgent and efficient treat- 
ment is essential for tuberculosis patients. 


For our part, we hope that this problem will be examined in depth. If necessary, 

a medical corps could be established to concern itself seriously with this problem 

and wage an efficient struggle against tuberculosis, to which the entire population 
of our copper yielding region is vulnerable. 


Once again, the support of everyone remains indispensable. 
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KALONDA LIVING CONDITIONS, TUBERCULOSIS PROBLEM DETAILED 
Kinshasa ELIMA in French 16-17 May 81 pp 5-6 


[Text] Because of the lack of effective organization, our rural areas always fall 
victim to epidemics that are difficult to stem. Firet it was onchocerciasis in the 
Sankuru River Basin (Lusambo and other places) that robbed peasants of their sight. 
Then it was sleeping sickness that attacked those living on the banks of the Kalelu, 
Labi and Lubilanji rivers. Now it is tuberculosis that is raging in the village of 
Kalonda, located in the Lubao area of the Kabinda subregion. 


Kalonda is an old religious mission widely known in the subregion. Many legends and 
tales have been woven about its past, the persons who have lived there and the events 
that have taken place. It is located 155 kilometers fram the chief town of the sub- 
region and about 310 kilometers from the regional capital (Mbuji-Mayi). 


Facts 


In the past 2 months, local nurses have detected several cases of abnormal respira- 
tion in their patients, followed by cases of spitting up blood. The same situation 
exists among men and women, students and young people. 


The epidemic has affected the morale of this rural population, whose prime occu’ ation 
is agriculture. According to the report of the head doctor of the regional sec..on 
of FONAMES [National Medical and Social Fund] in Eastern Kasai, Dr Zilambi Nzila, 

who personally visited the area upon being notified by the local FONAMES department, 
anxiety and confusion could be read om the faces of the people, who had not seen 

a doctor in their area for 20 years. 


The figures produced by the medical team constitute a bitter picture: Out of 207 
persons examined, there are 45 suspected cases of tuberculosis, including 2 cases of 
spitting blood and 15 cases of productive cough (with sputum). Out of 300 students 
examined, 3 required attention by the doctor. On the basis of 1.4 to 1.5 percent 

of incidence, one comes up with a total figure of 800 to 900 victims of tuberculosis 
out of a population of 58,000, far too many. 


At the present time, the morale in the village and surrounding areas is not good. 
All the villages suspect one another of being hit by the disease. All the subjects 
are losing weight and some patients have very strong breath. 











For the entire year of 1980, there were 2 deaths out of 173 registered cases, This 
has created great social tension. In addition, when it is known that a member of a 
family is stricken with the disease, society no longer tolerates the person, con- 
sidering him to be contaminated, and he therefore becomes undesirable. 


Way of Life 


The people of Kalonda, made up of Bambu (tribe), belong to the subdivision of the 
Baluba Kabongo, a large part of whom live in the Shaba region. They straddle the 
Shaba, Eastern Ka . and Kivu border, Outside of the local dialect, which is a 
little more comp) ated than the regular or classic Kisonge, they can be considered 
to speak Swahili. 


These people make their living from agriculture and inhabit the most fertile pla- 
teaus in the region. They grow manioc, peanuts, beans and millet. Manioc and corn 
are for their own consumption. Peanuts are produced in large quantities, more than 
beans. Since there are no roads, the people use what they produce and their economy 
is still based on the barter system, 


The basic food is bidia (fufu), made from manioc flour. Very energetic, these 
people have their own livestock. Hogs, goats, chickens and ducks thrive for them. 
Local residents drink water from the springs and wash in them also. They use natural 
lighting and have no energy problems, unless they should run short of wood. 


The team of doctors that was to visit the area had to cut a trail through the steppe. 
These villages are very far from the main commercial towns and as a result, are of- 
ten discouraged from producing. Actually, this is the real back country where the 
people scarcely care about what happens in the cities. Everyone talks about the 
fields, the climate, the inclemencies of the weather or plans. And that is it. 


Health Care 


When the area was stricken with the disease, some persons thought that there would 
be no means for providing emergency care. But precisely the opposite was true, for 
there is a rather adequate health care infrastructure capable of administering first 
aid. At least one has to recognize that the local team was overwhelmed by the ex- 
tent and force of the epidemic, which forced medical personnel to appeal to their 
higher-ups, since stores of medicine were limited. 


Medical personnel include two nuns who are nurses, one laywoman and one male nurse, 
scarcely adequate to serve a population of 58,000. The male nurse heads a govern- 
ment clinic built of lasting materials and large enough to house a laboratory, 
consulting room, hypodermic room, a room for the administration of oral medicine 
and another observation room. 


There is a small five-room hospital without doors or windows, all headed by the 
same nurse. In addition, there is a maternity clinic and a hospital complex built 
of durable materials, . accommodating 20 beds. 


The maternity clinic can also have available 20 beds for gynecology cases under 
observation. Alongside the maternity hospital, there are two large shelters for 
general medi -ine hospitalization. For the time being, some 50 tuberculosis patients 








are housed there. It is only a fairly adequate infrastructure for meeting local 
endemic diseases. Actually, irregardless of the infrastructure, there is a lack of 
basic and other products for handling the disease in question, particularly strepto- 
mycin, penicillin, certain vitamins, various types of pille and other injectable 
medicines. There is also a need for laboratory and other medical equipment. 


Local Decisions and Proposals 


As we stated in the first part of this article, the medical mission headed by the 
official in charge of major endemic diseases, Dr Nzilambi Nzita, was aot content to 
draw up the report and send it.to the proper person, then drop the matter. After 
a personal visit, the FONAMES official decided to leave behind part of the medicine 
which the regional office had. 


Several other decisions were made, «s well as proposals to be taken to tutelage 
authorities and the political and administrative authorities. The proposals included 
the establishment of a health center in Kalonda, the assignment of a ‘octor to fol- 
low the progress of the disease, and the transfer of the X-ray machine from Tshiofa 
to Kalonda, since it is not be ing used, a move that we hope will not create a pre- 
cedent. 


Within the framework of decisions, Dr Nzila formulated the following wishes: the 
establishment of a tuberculosis diag:ostic center within the government clinic and 
the granting of a microscope to the center by the FONAMES regional management office. 
One must recognize that an effort has been undertaken to supply reagents and small 
laboratory equipment in order to meet immediate needs, which mst not justify any 
failure on the part of higher organizations to send other equipment. 


A tuberculosis treatment center has been set up alongside the maternity clinic oper- 
ated by the nuns. Patients are already being cared for there. The Eastern Kasai 
FONAMES has supplied the center with tuberculostats. Some 5,000 dialebene tablets 
have been provided, along with 5,000 tablets of INH and 100 flasks of streptomycin. 


Urgent Action 


As can be noted, the region has shown what it is capable of through the initiative 
of its officials. Every possible effort has been made to face the situation. We 
do not believe it is yet time for congratulations, but ome can thank them. Grati- 
tude must be expressed to the entire team that participated in che expedition and 
report: Dr Nzila himself, Dr Yafu Waku-Kumba, subregional doctor of Kabinda, 

Dr Ndjibu, head of the Kabinda Hospital and citizens K.ingulu and Mbaya from the 
FONAMES regional technical department. 


The ball is now in the court of the central authorities, who must show they are 
ready to help. What had to be done at the regional level has been done, but the 
disease continues to rage. There must be more personnel, more medicines and more 
laboratory equipment. 


For our part, we believe that this SOS will rouse the proper authorities to make 


haste and quell the disease that could reduce the number of arms our country needs 
to improve its agricultural production and become self-sufficient in food. 
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It will also be up to medical authorities to intensify the preventive medicine 
campaign and above all, to make the people aware that they must eat the different 
very nutritious products they produce rather than to devote them solely to the 
market. The same ia true of livestock raising. It is ead to note that the diet 
of our villagers has not substantially changed in years, The people continue to 
eat the same things without changing. 


What do the Ministry of Agriculture and Rural Development officials and extension 
agente do? Are they themselves sure that there gust be a change? Furthermore, 
there is one aspect of the problem that has been neglected by the technical team 


in ite report: ascertaining whether the area is not an old breeding ground for the 
disease where it has cropped up again, for such a disease cannot just fall from the 


sky. If thie is true, perhaps alcohol, malnutrition and the lack of medical care 
have contributed to its return in force, 
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CAUSES OF SPREAD OF DLARRHEA EXAMINED 
Kinshasa ELIMA in French 16 Jun 61 pp 1, 7 
[Article by Mbula Wakawaka 5.) 


{Text} After North Kivu, it wae South Kivu where diarrheic diseases broke out. 
Three regions are now affected: Kivu (not including Maniema), Uppcr Zaire and the 
Equator. This disturbing spread of the malady has attracted the attention of the 
Executive Council. 


At the beginning of June 1981, a delegation of medical technicians came to Kiv, 
firet of all in order to make personal observations. As soon as they arrived in 
Bukavu, they held a working meeting with officials and regional public health spe- 
cialists, during which they examined the entire health and medical situation in 
Kivu. They epoke of the common strategy to be drawn up in order to attenuate, if 
not eradicate the epidemic of bacillar and amoebic diarrhea that since the beginning 
of this year has stricken some of our people. They also took up the type of care 
to be given, which is of great importance. Particular attention was reserved for 
the training of paramedical personnel] that will be called upon to lend assistance. 


Health Education 





More than ever, health education was deemed indispensable. The officials regretted 
the many hareful gaps in the water supply system, especially in rural areas. 


The construction of latrines and their maintenance are necessary in such areas. 
This is an absolute necessity. 


In the larger cities, repair of the sewer system, especially in Kadutu and Bagira, 
was not forgotten. In fact, the medical technicians were unanimous in stressing 
the urgent need to decree vigorous seasures in order to relieve the current situation. 


The local media have often voiced concern over the very dirty water which REGIDESO 
(Water and Power Distribution Administration) supplies to the population, which is 
unsatisfied and disappointed with the poor service. <Any objective observer recog- 
nizes that it is high time that attention be paid to this disturbing situation. 
Everyone wonders whether REGIDESO is aware that the water consumed recently has 
carried viruses and bacteria, which are enemies of human and animal health. That 
is why our medical technicians vigorously condemned the negligence of the indis- 
peneable treatment of drinking water. Since they speak with authority, it is our 
opinion that it is high time to act positively. 











General State of Health 


The fact remains that the people must be watched more, They must be educated and 


made aware. They muet be convinced of the absolute need to boil water before 
drinking it. 


We know that this is not always easy, especially in certain places where wood is 
rare, if not totally unavailable. Despite certain social deficiencies, general 
health education must be intensified. Rural and urban housewives must be increas- 
ingly persuaded of the great need for sanitary precautions in order to avoid con- 
tamination, 


in addition, the administrative authorities must assume ite heavy responsibilities 
in the field of health. They must apply the laws strictly and refuse to continue 
allowing grey water, rubbish and fecal material to be deposited on lote or in the 
streets. They must discourage outdated constructions in order to prevent the spread 
of shantytowns, General sanitation gust be imposed on everyone. Given the current 
state of affairs, it is essential that 411 society be aware of the grave sanitary 
and medical problems surrounding it. 


Main Diarrheic Diseases 


Are the main diarrheic diseases well-known? In the very columns of this newspaper, 
we have spoken of cholera, which is an acute and very con. agious endemic and epi- 
demic disease. At the same time, bacillar dysentery threatens us. It is often 
accompanied by amoebic or amoeboid dysentery, which includes the various intestinal 
and extraintestinal manifestations provoked by the entamoaba hystolitica. 


Nor shall we forget the acute diarrheic syndrome that groups several forms of 


diseases, particularly colibacillar gastroenteritis, acute dehydration of nursing 
babies, and so on. 


Contrary to a number of alarmist reports, these diarrheic diseases have fortunately 
not caused many deaths. We have been reassured that they are less devastating than 
measles, for example. 


From January to April 1981, medical centers in the rural zone of Ruteshuru registered 
the following cases: 


Place No. Cases Deaths 
Jomba 620 13 
Rugari 133 2 
Rwankuba 750 ll 
Nkokwe 211 4 


It ie true that these are officially known cases. No one is unaware that the cur- 
rent health infrastructure does not sake it possible to cover all communities or 
areas that are scattered or isolated in the face of the disturbing propagation of 
these diseases. The sources of infection must be detected and the means of trans- 
mission spotted.

MEASLES OUTBREAK REPORTED IN KOLWEZI

[Text] Prevention is better than cure, it is said. In the life of man, situations 
varying one from another always develop in these health sectors. 


The outbreak of measles which has plagued Kolwezi recently serite discussion. 


Every day the funeral processions wend their way toward the city cemetery. And the 
majority of those buried are very young children who are victims of measles. The 
health services, which are practically powerless, do not know how to halt this 


scourge which is in danger of becoming endemic. 


Parente gust then take precautions ae soon as they see that a child has a oo gh, 
fever or diarrhea, for thie illness develops complications after only a few days. 
It is their duty to consult 4 physician able to prescribe the appropriate care wich- 
out delay. 


Educational health talke should be provided weekly at the children's health center 
with «a view to eliminating this scourge. 
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DYSENTERY CASES--The Kabare area of South Kivu has been hard hit by the bacillar 
dysentery that has raged in the North Kivu subregion since January. There have been 
over 50 deaths in the past 2 weeks. According to Me Marileau, head of the Birava 
health and community development center in an area about 40 kilometers from Bukavu, 
there were 68 deaths in the Kabare sone between 27 April and 4 May. Nor have the 
villages around the Kavumu [spelling unclear) airport been spared by the epidemic, 
which has already reached the city of Bukavu. The poor hygienic conditions and 

the lack of drinking wa er are the cause of this epidemic, which began in Uganda 

and reached Ituri befo.e spread to North and South Kivu. [Text] [Kinshasa

DECREASE IN DYSENTERY PROBLEM—-The epidemic of bacillar dysentery that started in 
Ituri at the beginning of last year has practically been halted, according to an 
announcement made by Dr Kitimini Lungung, subregional doctor of Ituri assigned to 
Kisangani. The fight is now concentrated in the Fataki area, where there is more 
activity, he said. The situation has nearly returned'to normal in the other areas, 
particularly Bunia, Tchomia, Kasenyi, Nyakunde, Mungwalu and Mahagi. Nearly 2,500 
cases have been registered so far in Ituri and the death rate has been 5 percent. 
Most deaths were recorded in remote areas and resulted from a lack of care or 
failure to seek care when the disease symptoms first appeared. The subregional 
doctor praised the emergency aid provided by Mama Bobi Ladawa, who had some 3 tons 
of medicine sent to Ituri.

TYPHOLD VACCINATIONS—~In a PONAMES [National Medical and Social Pund] bulletin sent 
to our office, we see that a typhoid fever vaccination campaign is being waged along 
the Zairian-Zambian border, where cases of typhoid fever have been found in the 
areas of Mwenda and Mokambo. The bulletin adds that the nucleus of the epidemic 
was in on area of Zambia near Mvansa. Upon orders from the governor of the Shaba 
region and the political commissioner, citizen Mandungu Bula Nyati, the regional 
health inspectorate that was to be in charge of the operation was relieved of its 
duties, which for the time being have been given to FPONAMES. A FONAMES team was 
rapidly sent to the area, headed by Bonkela Mpondela, head of the FONAMES regional 
section in Shaba. It has already vaccinated 9,000 persons. The vaccination cam- 
paign, now on the third dose, is nearly over. The people in these two areas are 
therefore assured of complete protection against contagion, the bulletin states.

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CHOLERA WARNING=-As a result of the situation existing since 1978 in Tanzania,

He informed the population 
that the Public Health Service wauld soon send three mobile health teame to the 
shores of Lake Tanganyika, The firet will go to Kasanga-Mtoa, 45 kilometers from 
Kalemie, [the second] to the northeast region and the third to Tembwe, an area 

about 200 kilometers from Kalemie in the community of Tumbwe. The people are asked 
to: 1) build latrines and use them, covering them to prevent flies from entering; 
2) wash their hands after going to the bathroom and before and after eating or be- 
fore preparing food; 3) boil water to be consumed; 4) clear the ground of under~ 
growth and bury rubbish and garbage; 5) not sell food along the streets; 6) not 
eat raw food; 7) be vaccinated or, in the case of those having had cholera shote 
over 6 months ago, get booster shots; and 8) see that anyone with diarrhea, whether 
or not accompanied by nt is taken to the hospital or mobile health team 
center.

MEDICATLON FOR EPIDEMIC AREAS--The weekly meeting of the Executive Council was held 
in the Council's chambers from 1600 to 1900 hours on Saturday, presided over by 

lst State Commissioner Udjuu Singa. It was the third consecutive time that the 
meeting was held on a Saturday instead of the customary Friday. Council members took 
up a number of national problems and spoke of restoring government authority. They 
discussed the matter of information and the press in Zaire at length, but the subject 
is such a broad one that the Council asked State Commissioner for Information Elebe 
Ma Ekonzo to complete it in order to present it to the next session of the Central 
Committee in September. In addition, Udjuu Singa asked the Executive Council to be 
ready to carry out to the letter any decisions made at the second meeting of the 
Central Committee, whose work is coming to a clo. . It was aleo decided at the 
meeting to send several tons of medicine to regions hard hit by various epidemics 
starting Sunday (yesterday).

KANO RINDERPEST SAID ERADICATED--The notorious livestock killer disease "Rinder 
pest" (cattle disease) has been completely wiped out in Kano State. An official 
bulletin issued by the Principal Veterinary Officer in charge of disease control 
in the state, Dr. B.N. Ajaero, stated that the disease was wiped out as a result 
of a continuous vaccination of cattle in the state. Another disease--Contageous 
Bovine Pluro Pneumonia (CBPP)--has also been brought to a minimum with only two 
outbreaks recorded since last year. The bulletin stated that 1,276,069 health 
{as printed) of cattle were vaccinated against rinder pest, blackleg and other 
cattle diseases from January to December last year in the state. It added that 
cattle rearers should continue to bring their animals to veterinary centres for 
preventive vaccinations. Another report from the Birnin Kudu Local Government 
area of the state revealed that 72,070 head of cattle were innoculated in the 
area between October last year and May this year. The report also said a total 
of 1,369 cattle, 19,395 goats and 4,634 sheep were slaughtered during the same 
year.

RABIES SPREADING TO NEW NATAL AREAS

(Text) Durban--Rabies is spreading to new areas of Natal and according to statis~ 
tics just released by the State Veterinarian in Durban thousands fewer have bother- 
ed to have their animals inoculated against the disease this year. 


With two new cases confirmed near Eshowe this month a spokesman for the Department 
of Health in Durban said it was amazing that it seemed impossible to jolt the pub- 
lic into full awareness of the severity of the situation. 


"Do we have to wait for more human deaths before people realise the danger?” he 
asked. 


He said this year--for the first time--cases of rabies in dogs and cattle had been 
reported near Dundee. 


“Rabies appears to be spreading west. There have been seven cases in the Dundee 
area this year. Yet people continue to ignore the possibility of high fines and 
transport unimmunised animals from one area to another." 


Confirming the generally apathetic attitude of the public the State Veterinarian, 
Dr Matt Ekron, said yesterday that only 16 322 cats and dogs had been inoculated 
in last month's mass campaign compared with 21 273 the previous year. 


He said people who had their animals inoculated last year in August seemed to think 
that they had to wait a whole year before having them inoculated again. As had 
been pointed out before this was not the case. Now animal owners would have to 
take their pets to private vets. 


He said this month two new cases in calves had been confirmed in the Nkwaleni 
Valley near Eshowe.

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CRAYFISH DISEASE SPREADS THROUGH SOUTHERN SWEDEN 
Stockholm SVENSKA DAGBLADET in Swedish 15 Jun 81 p 8 
[Article by Per-Erik Lindqvist: "Crayfish Plague Spreads to Southern Sweden") 


[Text] Kristianstad--The crayfish plague has hit southern Sweden, initially 
affecting Immeln, the 22 square kilometer lake in northern Skane. Tens of thousands 
of crayfish have been found dead, and the disease is spreading. 


"Unfortunately, everything indicates that the water system of Immeln and Ivo lakes 
has been lost for some years," says Director Lillian Lundgren of the fisheries 
administration in Goteborg. In earlier attacks by the disease it has proved 
impossible to stop it downstream in an affected watercourse. 


County councils in Kristianstad and Belkinge counties have banned crayfishing in 
affected waters and ordered disinfection and boiling of crayfish. 





Catches 


Experts estimate that about 600 tons of crayfish are caught nationally each year. 
About 2000 tons are imported annually. 


Last year, the price per kilogram of Swedish crayfish was about 100 kronor. Nobody 
dares guess what it will cost this year when released to the market on 12 August. 


Hans Oredsson, who owns a fishing lake in Kroghult near Arkelstorp, has lost the 
hope of crayfish catches late in the summer and for several years in the future. 


"A hard blow," he says. "I usually catch about 400 crayfish each year. Fine 
specimens, as a rule well within the 9-centimeter limit with a good margin. Now, 
like the people in cities, I shall have to be satisfied with crayfish imported 
from Turkey." 


Since it takes 5 or 6 years for a crayfish to reach catchable size, it should be 
possible to catch crayfish in the affected lakes in Belkinge and north-eastern 
Skane some time after 1988.

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‘SHIELD BUGS' REPORTEDLY REAPPEAR LN SEVEN PROVINCES 
Adana YENI ADANA in Turkish 25 May 61 pp 1,5 


[Text | Diyarbakir (Akajans)--It has been reported that the "shield bug," 

which had not been detected in southeastern Anatolia for 9 years has been 

found this year in seven provinces over an area of 1.5 million decares of 

farmland. To combat the shield bug, 156 technical personnel, 44 teams, 70 
vehicles, and 24 airplanes have gone into action. 


Agricultural Research Regional Chairman Lemet Ugur stated that the shield 
bug, which had not been seen since 1967, is being found over such a wide 
area this year that no chances can be taken. He said, “Efforts have begun 
in the provinces of Diyarbakir, Adiyaman, Siirt, Elazig, Urfa, Malatya, 
and Mardin in southeastern Anatolia and in the provinces of Kahramanmaras 
and Gaziantep in southern Anatolia. Work is being carried out by 44 teams 
of 156 technical personnel using 70 motor vehicles in order to determine 
the degree to which the shield bug has invaded the farmland in these re- 
gions. Work first began in Adiyaman." 


It was reported that 24 crop dusting planes have been rented by the Minis- 
try of Agriculture and Forestry in order to combat the shield bug more ef- 
fectively and have been sent to Adiyaman. Spraying should have begun 7 
May, but, due to unfavorable weather conditions, did not start until later. 
The entire cost of providing ground-spraying equipment to farmers, who will 
help the teams in the battle against the shield bug and who will spray 
their own fields, will be borne by the state. 


What Is the Shield Bug? 


The shield bug is an insect with a life span of a year. It first sucks the 
the juices of the part of the plant that is near the ground. The stem of 
the plant then withers and dries. It hater sucks the juices from those 
plants chat become grain spikes, causing them to dry up. In addition, it 
harms grains and seeds by its sucking.

STATISTICS ON RICE TRANSPLANTING, PESTS, BLIGHT 
BK111027 Hanoi Domestic Service in Vietnamese 0545 GMT 11 Jul 81 
[Report from the review of NHAN DAN for 11 July] 


[Text] Dealing with agriculture, NHAN DAN says: The country to date has trans- 
planted 616,000 hectares of summer-fall rice, achieving 86.2 percent of the plan 
norm. However, about 50,000 hectares are being ravaged by harmful insects, of which 
31,000 hectares are in Tien Giang Province. Various provinces are now striving to 
eradicate harmful insects and care for the summer-fall rice by weeding and washing 
out acid and saline water from the ricefields. 


As of 5 July, the northern provinces had basically completed the sowing of 10th- 
month rice seedlings. The pace of sowing was quicker than in previous years but a 
vast area was ravaged by harmful insects and blight. Some 13,000 hectares of 
seedlings were damaged in Ha Bac, Hai Hung, Ha Son Binh, Thanh Hoa and Bac Thai 
provinces, while a number ot localities were faced with water shortages, especially 
in areas where planting was delayed. 


The northern provinces have plowed 970,000 hectares of ricefields, achieving 
73.6 percent of the plan norm or 20,000 hectares over the same period last year. 
The pace of plowing is being accelerated in water-short areas. 


To date, the nation has transplanted 927,000 hectares of 10th-month rice, achieving 
27.4 percent of the plan norm or 12,000 hectares quicker than the same period last 
year. However, the pace of transplanting was still slow, taking into consideration 
the age of seedlings and the requirement for growing early rice on schedule. The 
southern provinces were relatively slower than last year.
